WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


House Appropriations Commit-

might as it recommended $46,- 
785,867,000 in new funds for the 
Defense Department for the fis- 
cal year starting July 1.

military establishment in the 
peacetime history of the United 
States." 


It is $434,143,000 less than the

retary of Defense Robert S. Mc- 
Namara. It said it was "in- 
clined to conclude" with Mc- 
Namara's testimony that "the 
missile force we have pro- 
grammed can be depended upon 
to carry out its military mis- 
sion under all of the conditions 
we can foresee." 


The report, written by Rep. 


George Mahon, D-Tex., did not 
mention testimony of Gen. Cur- 
tis E. LeMay, Air Force chief 
of staff, to the effect that the 
Soviets are narrowing the mili- 
tary gap between them and the 
United States and that the ad- 
ministration is placing too much 
emphasis on missiles. 


The United States, the com- 


mittee said, is "superior in mil- 
itary strength to any other pow- 
er" and the new appropriations 
recommended "will support a 
continuation of this superior- 
ity."

Cut in Taxes 
Helps Stock 
Market Rise

NEW YORK (AP)-A tax rise 


boosts prices on the London 
stock exchange. A tax cut is 
credited with helping American 
stock prices hit new highs. 


In both cases stock traders 


are betting on how consumers 
will react. 


The London theory is that Bri- 


tos will go right on drinking 
and smoking just as much as 
before this week's announce- 
ment of a ten per cent hike in 
taxes on beverages and tobacco. 
And earlier fears that other in- 
dustry products would also be 
hit were allayed. 


The American theory is that 


the federal income tax cut which 
began showing up last month in 
larger take-home pay will mean 
that U.S. consumers will spend 
lots more for goods and services 
and that businessmen will step 
up production and sales compe- 
tition to get the extra dollars. 


But if the British tax increase 


and the American tax reduction 
had the same initial effect on 
stock prices, the motives of the 
two governments were quite dif- 
ferent. . 


The London government is 


trying to put a brake on a boom-; 
ing economy that is edging,to- 
ward inflation and increasing 
imports. Earlier it had raised 
interest rates with this same 
aim in mind. 


The Washington government 


is trying to beef up an already 
prosperous economy. The hope 
is that it will expand enough to 
create jobs faster than the labor 
force is growing as. teen-agers 
mature. The hope also is that 
in the process another round of 
inflation isn't set off with the ef- 
fect of nullifying the gain in per- 
sonal incomes. 


Both governments would like 


to see their exports increase.

SYNDROME AND WHAT TO 


DO ABOU IT

One of the commonest com- 


plaints in this country is an odd 
pattern of fatigue which we 
could call "the tired-housewife 
syndrome." 


Typically, the woman is in 


good health, and gets sufficient 
sleep, but wakes up in the 
morning feeling exhausted. She 
drags herself through the day 
and the housework she hates, 
but then, if her husband men- 
tions going to the theater or a 
movie, she suddenly feels fresh 
as a daisy. 


Housework is a hard job. In 


fact studies have shown that 
many housewives use up more 
energy during the day than a 
manual laborer. But if the 
trouble were a matter of being 
physically worn out, mention 
of going to the theater or a gay 
party wouldn't make her weari- 
ness vanish. 


It's not normal for a healthy 


woman to have "that tired feel- 
ing" constantly. If you are well 
and have this chronic fatigue, 
which doesn't respond to rest, 
Sleep or nourishment, it can be 
a sign of something basically 
wrong. 
Actually you probably 


only think you're tired: Chances 
are that hidden factors are giv- 
ing you the sense of being fag- 
ged out. 


Pitlike Shows Through 


You've probably noticed that 


you almost always get tired 
while doing tasks you dislike or 
resent. If 
you hate housework 


you'll find that your attacks of 
fatigue will come while you're 
doing it.

practival tips on how not to be 
practical tips o nhow not to be 
alone cause your fatigue. Or if 
siege qf tiredness hits you, try 
a quick lift: a cup of coffee 
will stimulate the brain and 
ease muscle tension. Actually, 
candy or any sweet drink will 
have the same effect by increas- 
ing your blood sugar levels. A 
nourishing snack can ward off 
approaching fatigue, and that's 
the time to take a breather dur- 
ing your day's houseowrk. 


If your fatigue is habitual 


week after week, there may be 
a physical reason, even if you 
think 'you're perfectly healthy. 
A check-up by your doctor may 
reveal a simple physical cause. 
Poor vision, for example, may 
often can pep you up; try a 
you're dieting, a slower reducing 
plan may give you more pep.

Emotions Can Weary You 


Negative emotions — resent- 


ment, anger, jealousy and so 
on—bring on tensions that af- 
iect your nervous system and 
produce weariness. Maybe you 
are irritate by a noisy neigh- 
bor. 
Or have problems with 


your in-laws. Just thinking of 
an in-law you dislike, for in- 
stance, can upset you but you 
don't express you resentment or 
anger physically. 


With your conflicting 
emo- 


tions, your energy-producing ap- 
paratus is jammed and fatigue' 
results. I recall the story of a 
young housewife who had virtu- 
ally collapsed on her bed until 
her mother-in-law phoned 
to 


say she couldn't come for a 
visit as planned. Instantly, en- 
ergy coursed through this young 
woman's body and she 
spent 


the evening full of ginger at a 
lively parly. 


Everyone has unsettled prob- 


lems in one form or another, 
but many of us take them emo- 
tionally, spending part of our 
day stewing about them. If that 
is what you're doing, it finally 
crops out as fatigue. Emotional- 
ly tense people often have tense 
muscles — and tense muscles 
soon become tired muscles. 


If your chronic fatigue is emo- 


tional, you've got to become 
aware of just what is bothering

nppeared. 


. Get Exercise 


Find time for play, especially 


outdoor • sports. Try to discov- 
ir new interests and activities 
Step/tout of the old rut; variety 
won't give you time to be tired. 
Fres,h enthusiasm for something 
new to be learned builds up en- 
ergy. A break in daily routine 
often can pep yo uup; try a 
change from doing the same 
hings day in and day out. 
If you hate housework, and 


your, chjldren are school age, 
you might consider taking a 
?ai;t-U.me, job which would get 
you home in time before the 
shjkjren 
arrive from 
school. 


Still, as a mother and a wife, 
you remain the keeper of your 
tame! Try to see yourself not 
as a dull domesticated woman 
but as the center of human life 
the bearQr and inspiration oi 
your children,. the helpmate and 
the loved one. With this new 
outlook, energy should bubble 
up. Without some kind of joy 
in work for its own sake, there 
is not emotional satisfaction — 
only boredom and a tired feel 
ing.
